Try feeding surplus 
grain and hay to calves so that 
they may be marketed when the 
supply from other sections 1s 
short. ; 

To keep cattle on hand in as 
good condition as possible dip, 
spray and dust to free them of 
external parasites. Cattle should 
be scoured with derris mixture to 
eradicate grubs. Treat for in- 
ternal parasites with phenothia- 


zine, following directions care- 
fully. 
Cull drastically and market 


old, barren, irregular producing, 
and off-type cows.

should be bred to 
farrow two litters 
a year to reach the production 
goals set for Alabama. ‘ 
One of the most important 
phases of hog production is sani- 
tation. Hogs should be moved 
out of old lots and pens and put 
in new ground, preferably with 
small grain, or other grazing 
crops. When needed treat pigs 
for worms and kill external para- 
sites with motor oil. 
Grain may be conserved by 
supplementing with a mixture of 
one-half tankage and one-half 


cottonseed or peanut meal, or, 


peanut meal alone (a gallon to 
a bushel of corn). 
To be more certain of getting 
strong litters of pigs, pregnant 
sows must be fed a good balanced 
ration. Good brooding practices 
may then be followed to save all 


pigs possible. 
TO produce 


CHICKENS: fF opidy and cess 
AND EGGS more efficiently 


should be the 
aim of every Alabama. farmer. 
Follow these six points to do the 
job better: 
“1, Secure chicks from flocks 
and hatcheries having a known, 
definite breeding and disease- 
control program. 

2. Move brooder house to new 
location, or use rotation with 
double or triple yards, or use wire 
or slatted sun porches. 

3. Several days before the 
chicks arrive thoroughly clean 
brooder house; wash with hot lye 
water (1 pound lye to 15 gallons 
water), or spray with a good, 
strong disinfectant. 

4, Use a reasonable amount of 
good, absorbent litter; keep dry ; 
clean house and change litter 
every three to five days. 


5. Use approved hoppers for 
all feed. Prevent chicks from 
getting in hoppers. Feed a bal- 
anced ration at all times. Serub 
water fountain daily. 

6. Sanitation is the best pre- 
vention against poultry disease. 
It is always cheaper, more effec- 
tive, and more satisfactory than 
using commercial remedies. 
Amount of heat required depends 
upon kind of house, kind of 
brooder, and age of chicks. 

Keep chicks comfortable; 
avoid over-heating. Allow one

of vetch, crimson clover, or blue 
lupine as insurance for next fall 
against high price seed and to be 
sure that they have seed to plant. 
Legumes are more important 
than ever before for supplying 
nitrogen because of war condi- 
tions. 

8. Planning for plenty of soy- 
beans, sudan grass, or other crops 
for temporary grazing to help out 
the permanent pasture this sum- 
mer in case of drought. 

4, Planting some sorghum to 
fill trench silos to help out next 
winter. 

Even if it is too rainy to save 
hay you can save silage. No new 
and expensive barns are needed 
to store silage. Just dig a trench 
in the ground according to the 
county agent’s instructions and 
that is storage enough. 

5. Planting only the best va- 
rieties of cotton—those that pull 
15/16 or longer. They are tak- 
ing no chances on getting penaliz- 
ed or running the market level 
down because of short cotton. 

6. They are treating their cot- 
ton seed with Ceresan to insure 
good stands. Treat good seed 
and you may expect good stands. 

7. Applying 6-8-4 to their cot- 
ton. Records of farmers all over 
the state show that those who are 
using a 6-8-4 or its equivalent are 
the ones who are making the big- 
gest yields. Some, especially in 
South Alabama, use 4-10-7 and 
side dress. This is a good prac- 
tice if it is desired to side dress. 

8. Planting Otootan soybeans 
for grazing the hogs during the 
summer. 

9. Getting land in_ proper 
shape to plant peanuts. They will 
plant peanuts for oil production 
and many will plant some pea- 
nuts for grazing their hogs. 

10. If kudzu or other peren- 
nial hay crops are not in produc- 
tion on the farm: they are prepar- 
ing some land to plant Otootan 
soybeans—the outstanding hay 
bean of the state. 


Kudzu Does It Again! 


ERE are two more chapters 
to add to the long kudzu sue- 
cess story: 


1. Poor sandy steep land that 
yielded only four bushels of corn - 
per acre in 1986 this past season 
made 30 bushels. Such was the 
experience of Robert Fields of 
Sumter County, who planted this 
land to kudzu four years ago. 

When the kudzu was plowed 
up last spring $40 worth of 
crowns per acre was gathered. 
Two tons of hay to the acre were 
previously harvested. 


2. The result Watt Alexander 
had with planting one-half acre 
to kudzu seed has made him a 
firm believer in the ‘‘magic vine.” 

This Lawrence County tenant 
farmer did the work; his landlord 
furnished the seed and fertilizer, 
and the surplus plants are to be 
sold and profits divided. On the 
half-acre 40,000 plants were pro- 
duced and Mr. Alexander plans 
to use 1,000 plants for the two 
acres he is establishing on the 
farm he is renting.

FARM CONSERVATION PLAN 
INCREASING FARM INCOME 


AUBURN, Ala,—Alabama’s five 
year farm conservation plan is 
being used throughout the South 
as an excellent method for con- 
serving soils, increasing and im- 
proving livestock production and 
increasing farm income. 

Minimum five-year requirements 
under the plan are: One-fourth of 
cropland each year in erosion-re- 
sisting and soil-conserving crops; 
good terraces with proper outlets 
on all cropland that needs ter- 
racing; one acre of improved pas- 
ture for each 15 acres of crop- 
land; and one acre of perennial 
soil-conserving crops, such as 
kudzu and lespedeza sericea, for 
each 15 acres of cropland.

We had dinner and supper on the 
train, I enjoyed the meals very 
much, We arrived in New Or- 
leans at 9 p. m and went by taxi 
to the St. Charles Hotel.

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Amateur Weather 
Seers Now Have Day 


Grandpa’s ‘Rheumatiz’ 


May Be Valuable! 


WASHINGTON, — With the daily 
maps and forecasts by the U. S. 
weather bureau suspended ‘for du- 
ration,’ except in a very limited 
way that will give no aid or com- 
fort to the enemy, weather 
prophets may be expected to come 
into their own, For it may be taken 
as assured that people aren't going 
to stop talking about the weather, 

There is, of course, good reason 


local 


for the “blackout” of the daily 
weather maps and reports. 

Back of the old jingle, ‘red in 
the night, sailors’ delight; red in 


the morning, sailors take warning,” 
is the truth that bright sunsets usual- 
ly come during periods of settled 
weather, while a reddened sun (at 
any time of day) indicated the pres- 
ence of moisture-laden particles in 
the air that may later precipitate 
rain or snow. Even at sunset, a 
bleary reddened sun (as distin- 
guished from red-tinted clouds) may 
warn of storm to come. 

A ring around the moon, or to be 
academically precise, a halo, is an- 
other fairly dependable weather 
“sign.”’ So is a fuzzy or blurry ap- 
pearance of moon or stars, These 
appearances are due to the inter- 
ception of light by thin clouds run- 
ning ahead of an approaching gen- 
eral storm area. 

There is, however, no truth in the 
belief that the crescent moon “‘holds”’ 
rain if its horns are pointed upward, 
“pours’’ rain if they point down- 
ward. Those phenomena are pure- 
ly astronomical, and have nothing 
to do with conditions on earth. The 
same holds true for the position of 
the “bowl’’ of the Great Dipper as 
seen early in the evening. 


Weather Helped Japanese 


Attack, Says Scientist 
DALLAS.—The Japs struck in the 
Philippines at the favorable season 
for naval and air operations, Dr. H. 
Landsberg of the University of Chi- 
cago, told the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science. 

All the rest of this winter will be 
good for attacks, until the typhoon 
season starts next summer, he said. 

Other points he made were: 

There is also a weather paradox 
in the present fighting zones. In 
northern Luzon, where heavy fight- 
ing goes on, the present is a bad 
season for air operation on account 
of heavy rains. 

These rains are expected to ham- 
per takeoffs from northern Luzon 
airfields. They will clear up next 
summer. 

But in Mindanao, where the Japa- 
nese have landed in force, the rain 
situation is exactly reversed, That 
area now is mostly rain free and 
can be used immediately. Next sum- 
mer it won’t be so good.

PROTECT YOUNG CALVES 
BY PREVENTING SCOURS 


AUBURN, Ala.—A _ couplle of 
raw eggs or a cup of strong cof- 
fee may be helpful as supportive 
treatment for calf scours, but 
nowadays, when every calf counts 
in the Food-for-Freedom pro- 
gram, prevention is much more 
important than cure, says F. W. 
Burns, extension dairyman. 

Mr..Burns points out that calves 
fed damaged feed, sour milk from 
dirty cans, skim milk from a dirty 
creamery skim milk vat, or skim 
milk hauled warm and exposed to 
the sun in unclean buckets may 
cause the disease. 

Best prevention is to protect 
calves from cold and dampness, 
clean, disinfected 
stalls, provide clean milk and 
feed in clean buckets, and don't 
overfeed, 

If diarrhea does develop, two 
raw eggs or a cup of strong cof- 
fee will often provide relief. Ser- 
vices of a veterinarian are re- 
quired for specific treatment.

What to look for in the attic:

equipment; hardware—doorknobs, 
hinges, keys, locks, trim, springs; 
kitchen utensils—old knives, pots, 
pans, scissors; lamps and light- 
ing fixtures made of brass, copper 
and iron; ornaments—metal ash 
trays, bowls, statues, vases; 
porch and garden furniture made 
of metal; screens made of brass 
or copper; toys—ice skates, sleds, 
roller skates; vacuum cleaners— 
broken parts made of metal, 


What to look for in the cellar: 
coal stoves that are worn out; 
fireplace equipment, andirons, 
grates, pokers; fire extinguishers; 
furnace parts—old grates, doors; 
iron and nickel parts of old gas 
stoves; pipes, pieces of iron, 
brass or copper piping; plumbing 
fixtures, bath tubs, faucets, sinks, 
etc; radiators; refrigerator parts 
—ice trays, inside linings, etc.; 
all old tools, 

What to look for in the gar- 
age: chains, batteries, license 
plates, parts of motors, tires and 
tubes, bicycles, tricycles, garden 
tools—lawn mowers, hoes, pick- 
axes, rakes, shovels, 

What to look for in your yard 
or on your farm: farm tools, log- 
ging chains, wire fencing and 
fence posts, motors and motor 
parts, playground equipment, 
pieces of old metal—pump han- 
dles, etc.; plows, wheelbarrows. 


How To Save 


How to sav? papers: 1—stack 
newspapers in large bundles. Tie 
two ways; 2—open cardbpard 
boxes, lay flat, tie in bundles; 3— 
stuff small waste paper into bur- 
lap bags or boxes; 4—Magazines 
using glazed paper should be seg- 
regated; 5—Do Not Save waxed 
paper, cellophane or butcher pa- 
per.

Re- 
move plastic tops from toothpaste 
tubes, etc. Place small articles in 
Separate boxes; segregate mate- 
rial; do not mix metal, paper, rub-

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Malcolm Mathis 
Killed In Plane 
Crash Thursday 


Malcolm R, Mathis, son of Mr, 
and Mrs, P. G, Mathis, of Elba, 
was instantly killed last Thursday 
shortly after noon in an airplane 
accident at MacDill Field, Tam- 
pa, Fla, News of the tragic ac- 
cident brought profound sorrow 
to the entire citizenship of Elba. 

Mr, Mathis was born and rear- 
ed in Elba and would have cele- 
brated his twenty-fifth birthday 
had he lived until April 24. Soon 
after finishing high school, eight 
years ago, he enlisted in the pho- 
tographic section of the Army 
Air Corps at Maxwell Field, Mont- 
gomery, and had been on duty at 
that post until ‘transferred to 
MacDill Field a few months ago, 
Although not a pilot, he had been 
in the air hundreds of hours in 
pursuit of his duties. Six other 
officers were killed in the crash, 
an account of which appears at 
the bottom of this article, 

Mr. Mathis’ body was shipped 
to Montgomery Saturday. Fu- 
neral services were held from 
White Chapel Sunday afternoon 
at 1:30 o'clock with Chaplain C, 
B, Lawler, of Maxwell Field, and 
Minister J, C. Dixon, of Elba, of- 
ficiating. Burial was in Ebenezer 
cemetery, near Ramer, with full 
military honors, 

Surviving are his wife, Mrs. 
Eva Mathis, of Montgomery; his 
rarents, Mr. and Mrs, P, G. Ma- 
this, of Elba; one sister, Mrs. Har- 
old English, of Mobile, and one 
-trother, Lieutenant Ben Mathis, 
of Long Island, N. Y. 

A large number of Elbians at- 
tended the funeral services, and 
members of the family have the 
sympathy of the entire town. 


TAMPA, Fla, April 16—Seven 
men were killed today in a plane 
crash at MacDill Field, the first 
fatal accident at the field since 
it was established and the second 
involving MacDill personnel. 

The victims were: Major H. 
C. Houston, 32, of 1909 Whitney 
Avenue, Baltimore, Md, 

First Lieut. Floyd Messer, 41, 
Miakka City, Florida.

MacDill Field officers said the 
plane crashed during a_ takeoff 
from a height of about 20 feet, 
shortly after noon, All on board 
were killed instantly. A board 
was appointed immediately to in- 
vestigate the accident. 

Major Houston, who was pilot- 
ing the plane, was commander of 
a photographic squadron at the 
field. He had been a flying officer 
since 1932, 

Lieut. Messer, a former enlist- 
ed man, had been in the Army 
since 1929. He attended the Uni- 
versity of Alabama for two years.
